^Six killed in Kabul 


NEW DELHI, April 5 ( AP) — At least six 
jcrsons died in a daring Muslim raid on a 
Kjlice station and troops barracks in a 
rowded bazaar on the outskirts of Kabul, 
lCCor ding to a report received here Saturday 
rom *e Afghan capital. 

The dead included three policemen, two 
;oldieis and one freedom fighter, accor ding 
o the source who has proved reliable in the

Afghan and Soviet tanks and armored cars 
were unable to enter the narrow streets of the 
bazaar near the Bala Hisar military base and 
shooting was heard throughout last Wednes- 
day night, the report said. 

Later, police made a house-to-house 
search for the insurgents and carried out sev- 
eral arrests, it added. 

It was one of die first outbreaks of violence 
reported in the Afghan capital since Soviet 
and government troops cracked down on a 
week trf anti-Russian rioting in February that 
reportedly killed hundreds. Another report 
from Kabul said Soviet guards in the capital 
shot up an Afghan army ambulance, ki lling 
the driver and wounding about a dozen sol- 
diers carried by the vehicle, also Wednesday 
night. The driver had ignored Russian orders 
to stop at a roadblock, said the report. 

Soviet women in Kabul have been forbid- 
den to go shopping in the city’s bazaars after 
several of them were abducted by Afghan 
citizens, the Pakistani newspaper Jong 
reported Saturday. 

An Afghan army deserter said in an inter- 
view that the abductions were in retaliation 
for passes made at Afghan women by Russian 
officers in a Kabul Gub recently. 

The mass circulation Urdu language paper 
said the high-ranking deserter, who did not 
wish to be identified, stated that 6,000 Soviet 
troops, have died in battles with the Muslims 
and so far about 350 Soviet prisoners have 
b^en executed by the freedom fighters. 

He put the Afghan army casualties in the 


two-year old dvfl war at between 20.000 and 
30,000. 

The Soviets have massacred 600,000 

Afghans, and uprooted mole than one mfl- 

lioiL, half of whom have fled the country, and 
the remainder were on the way to P akistan, 
he said. 

Jang quoted another unidentified Muslim 
commander fighting communist forces on the 
Kama front as saying that Soviet troops have 
either destroyed or taken over mosques and 
shrines in for military purposes. 

Muslims are not allowed mass religious 
services and assembly of more than five peo- 
ple is banned in funeral processions Jang 
said. 

“Soviet atrocities have nor deterred the 
Muslims who are determined to fight until the 
elimination of foreign aggression from their 
homeland," the deserter said 

Meanwhile, West Germany Saturday 
urged the Soviet Union to take up a Euro- 
pean Common Market call for Afghan neutr- 
ality. 

Foreign minister Hans Dietrich Genscher, 
speaking in a radio interview, said the EEC 
did not want to turn Afghanistan into a West- 
ern stronghold or to gain advantage from a 
withdrawal of Soviet troops. 

The solution was that A fghanistan should 
be non-aligned and politically independent, I 
he declared. 

"It is now up to the Soviet Union finally to 
respond positively to this constructive prop- 
osal, which is a part of Western peace policy 
and a part of the peace policy of Third World 
states " he said. 

Genscher said be welcomed the fact that 
more and more Third World states were 
backing the idea of a guaranteed non-aligned 
status for Afghanistan. 

It was dear, he said that Moscow’s policy of 
expansion and establishing spheres of influ- 
ence was in basic contradiction to Third 
World goals.

Grenade attack kills one 


BAGHDAD. April 5 (R) — One person 
was kilted and several others were injured 
Saturday in central Baghdad when a grenade 
was thrown at a big funeral procession that 
induded a number of ruling Baath Party 
leaders. 

The official Iraqi News Agency (IN A) said 
that thousands of students were marching in 
the procession and as it passed an Iranian 
school the grenade was lobbed into the 
crowd. It was the second grenade attack 
within a week in Baghdad. 

The agency said the funeral was for two 
students killed in a grenade attack last Tues- 
day. when Deputy Prime Minister Tariq Aziz 
leaped with slight injuries. It was the first 
time INA had reported that anyone had died 
in the attack.

Minister Jassem Muhammad Khalef and sev- 
eral leaders of the Iraqi Arab Baath Socialist 
Party. ' 7 " 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein charged 
that neighboring Iran' was behind Tuesday’s 
attack and vowed revenge. 

But Friday the head of Iran's Islamic 
Revolutionary Courts, Ayatollah Sadek 
Khalkbali, denied the charges at a press con- 
ference in Damascus. • 

INA mentioned no detials of the attacker 
in Saturday* s incident, but said students in the 
procession surrounded the Iranian school 
and the homes of a number of Ir ani a ns in the 
district. They were dispersed by security men. 

The agency identified the person who died 
in the blast as a student but didn't name him. 


KUWAIT, April 5 (AFP) — Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat has warned President 
Jimmy Carter he will resign unless sufficient 
progress is made in the Palestinian autonomy 
talks, the Kuwaiti daily AI Qabas reported 
Saturday quoting well-informed sources in 
Washington. 

Sadat said he would step down “ if negotia- 
tions on the administrative autonomy for the 
(Israeli-occupied) Jordan West Bank and 
Gaza did not proceed in a satisfactory man- 
ner, " the paper reported. 

Its sources speculated that Sadat had 
“ played all his cards " without any success 
during negotiations with Israel, and that the 
threat of resignation re mained his last chance- 
to. break the deadlock at the autonomy talks. 

It is expected that U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter’s separate meeting with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Munster Menahem Begin probably will lead 
to a three-way summit, according to one of 
Sadat’s chief advisers. 

“ I think it is almost inevitable. It is neces- 
sary," Osama Al-Baz. counselor to the 
Egyptian president, said in a session in 
Wasingtan Thursday with reporters. 

His remarks, for publication on the eve of 
Sadat’s arrival, suggested that Egypt is pes- 
simistic about reaching agreement with Israel 
on a Palestinian autonomy plan before the 
may 26 target date. 


Fleeing Afghans stumble over Western visa rules 


FRANKFURT, West Germany. April 
5 (AP) — "I wanted to go to America, to 
school said Muhammad, a 20-year-old 
Afghan who spoke nearly flawless Engl- 
ish. “I thought I could get a visa here in 
one day. 

Now I learn I won't get one at all." 

Muhammad, who would not give his last 
name to protect his family back home, is 
one of about 800 Afghans who have flown 
to Frankfurt in recent weeks fleeing Soviet 
troops and the Marxist regime. 

Many say they would like to travel on to 
the United States, but few can qualify for 
visas under tough U.S. entry laws. So they 
wind up applying for political asylum in 
West Germany under a bureaucratic pro- 
cess that sometimes takes years. 

They are living at the city’s expense in 
low-cost hotels around Frankfurt. The city 
welfare office gives them 3Z2 marks ($ 
about 160) a month for food and other 
expenses. 

Most of the Afghans cam e from Kabul 
or Qearby villages, and include many 


young men of draft age who want no part 
of the war against Muslim insurgents. 
Others said they were under pressure to 
join the Marxist Khalq party against their 
religious beliefs. 

Those who left legally had to pay 
20,300 Afghanis, or about $ 500, and put 
up property as collateral to obtain pass- 
ports. 

Others said they paid up to 10.000 
Afghanis, or S 250 to gangs in Jalalabad 
who lead would-be refugees secretly over 
the rugged mountain border into Pakis- 
tan. 

“We are refugees, we want to work, 
said one gray-haired man who fled Kabul 
three weeks ago. Three of his Afghan 
companions nodded in agreement. "We 
do any kind of work, but we have none.” 

The Afghans arrive in Frankfurt by Air, 

either from Pakistan or directly from 
Kabul aboard the national carrier, 
Arianne, which flies twice a week to West 
Germany. 

Until last weekend. West Germany 


allowed Afghans to enter the country 
without visas for stays up to 90 days. 
Although the government now requires 
Afghans to have visas, those who arrived 
under the old system can stay while their 
asylum applications are pending. 

“ I had only 50 marks (about $ 26) with 
me when I came here, that’s all,” said 
Muhammad, who borrowed money from 
friends to buy his plane ticket from Kabul. 
‘T was very foolish. I thought it would be 
enough." 

A chance encounter with another young 

Afghan led Muhammad to the cit/ s social 
welfare office, where clerks filled out an 
application for political asylum, found a 
hotel and gave him his monthly stipend. 

His trip to the U.S. Consulate proved a 
disappointment. 

“The next day I came to the American 
consulate. I thought I could get a visa the 
same day. My ticket was for New York," 
he said. "But the woman said I couldn’t 
prove I would return, so I can’t get visa.

26 ** as an ultimatum. ” On the other hand, 
-he said, “ We cannot take it lightly. We 
should take it seriously enough to say we 
should be determined to reach an agreement 
by that time. " 

In order to break the deadlock, Al-Baz 
indicated Egypt was prepared to take two 
major steps to ease Israel 1 s security concerns. 
One is the formation of a negotiating commit- 
tee to deal with security questions. 

The other is a proposal for demilitarizing 
the West Bank and stationing an interna- 
tional peacekeeping force or a mixed 
Egyptian- Israeli force in the territory. 

But he said Egypt — and the Palestinians 
— insist that Israel end its military and 
civilian authority on the West Bank and 
withdraw most of the 1 1 ,000 to 13,000 sec- 
urity forces there. 

All three parties to the negotiations, 
Egypt, Israel and tile United States, would be 
hurt badly by failure to reach an agreement, 
he said. 

“ It would lead to an upsurge of extrem- 
ism, ” he said. “ It would lead to desperation. 
It will weaken our hand in the Arab World. It 
would reinforce the accusation which has 
been launched against Egypt that we did sign 
a separate peace agreement (with Israel). 

“ And then it would force moderate Arab 
regimes to take some kind of a stand against 
the United States because this is their only 
recourse. There is no other way. " 

Al-Baz viewed Carter’s separate talks with 
Sadat and Begin as a chance to inject U.S. 
proposals, which then would be considered 
by the two sides, leading probably to a 
three-way summit. 

“ I believe this will have to come, ” he said, 

“ But not right after the meetings next week 
and tiie week after. We have to allow some 


time for the ministerial level and the technical 
level to iron out their many differences. " 

He said he hoped they would reduce the 
unsettled issues to two or three to be taken up 
by Carter, Sadat and Begin together. In a 
similar, three-way summit in late 1978, the 
three leaders agreed on frameworks for the 
Egypti an- Israeli peace treaty and the current 
autonomy negotiations.

2.6 per cent to other sectors. 

The bank also agreed in 1979 to finance six 
projects worth ID33.74 mffliou ($ 43.1 mil- 
lion) in six member-states. The countries are 
Malaysia, Sudan, Mali, South Yemen. 
Tunisia and Oman. 

It also agreed to participate with ID44.78 
milhon ($ 57.67 million) in die capital of nine 
projects in nine member-states, the UAE, 
Bahrain. Pakistan, Mauritania, Bangladesh, 
Jordan Tunisia, Turkey and North Yemen. 

Technical assistance approved by the bank 
in 1979 reached ID1.68 million ($ 2.15 mil- 
lion). The technical assistance was provided 
to six members which are Niger, Uganda, 
Upper Volta. Somalia and Occupied Pales- 
tine. 

The number of member-states grew to 36 
countries in 1979. While the paid capital of 
the IDB amounted to ID750.5 million ($ 
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TRADE : Trade among Islamic Develop- 
ment Bank member states is stressed as the 
alternative to bypassing high prices resulting 
from Western countries acting as middlemen 
in trade transactions.

974.9 miUion).- The bank’s surplus profits in 
1 97 9 from its operations amounted to ID 4.1 
minion ($ 53 million). 

The report covered the bank’s activities in 
supporting economic cooperation between 
member countries by encouraging trade and 
promoting economic ties by financing reg- 
ional projects and coordinating the economic 
activities among the member-states. 

Most of the member countries of the 
Organization of the Islamic Conference have 
already signed the General Agreement on 
Economic, Technical and Commercial Co- 
operation. The principal purpose of the 
Agreement is to provide a legal framework in 
utilizing economic and human resources of 
member countries in order to achieve max- 
imum mutual benefit. It aims to encourage 
trade, investment, transfer of capital and 
exchange of manpower among the members. 

In addition, a number of member countries 
have been bolding meetings and concluding 
agreements among themselves for die pur- 
pose of developing bilateral and multilateral 
relations in the area of economic and social 
coi operation. Through their national funds, 
the oil- exporting countries have -increased 
their economic and financial co* operation 
with the developing countris in general and 
with IDB member countries in particular. 

The Islamic Development Bank’s review 
of the international economic situation shows 
that during 1 978-79. the developed countries 

were unable to break the persistence of 
inflationary trends accompanied by slow 
growth and high levels of unemployment- 
Some of the policy dedsons pursued by 
industrial nations have adversely the overall 
trade and payment problems of developing 
nations. Because of their large deficits of cur- 
rent accounts and unfavourable terms of 
trade, the non- oil developing countries are 
facing fven more severe payments hardship 
than a year ago. 

On the Other hand, the developing coun- 
tries in general have made significant con- 
tribution to the sustenance of die. industrial 
activities of the major countries. They have 
done so by increasing their imports of capital 
goods and modem technology. The develop- ■ 
log' countries continue to remain in a weak 
bargaining position in world trade negotia- 
tions. 

The costs of acquiring technical know-how 
are straining the limited foreign exchange 
resources in a majority of developing coun- 
tries (The direct costs of importing technol- 
ogy are rising -at 20 per cent a year for 
developing countries) . 

In addition, double-digit inflation, high 
levels of unemployment, unstable political 
structure in certain parts of the world com- 
bined with uncertain economic conditions in

West) indicate a gloomy prospect for the next 
few years. 

Unless the industrialized nations achieve 
reasonable growth levels, around four per 
cent a year, and gradually reduce protection, 
eliminate trade barriers and step up 
development assistance, the plight of millions 
of people in developing countries is not 
unlikely to show much improvement. The 
developing nations and the member coun- 
tries of the Islamic Development Bank them- 
selves have to expand their trade with one 
another and at the same time pursue sound 
economic management policies particularly 
with respect to employment, inflation and 
export 

The IDB’s financing policies reflect the 
spirit of its attempts to create solidarity in and 
among member Islamic states, the report 
adds. The policy states, the basic objective of 
the Banks foreign trade scheme will be to 
mobilize deposits from outside and use them 
for financing member countries’ foreign 
trade transactions, thereby enabling the pro- 
viders of resources with a mode of placement 
in conformity with Shariah and enabling the 
recipient countries to benefit from such 
placements in their foreign trade operations. 

With a view to ensuring that the scheme 
continues to serve a development objective 
and also keeping the demand for resources 
within reasonable bounds, the Bank would 
continue to follow the same approach as in 
the past in regard to the eligibility of com- 
modities. However, depending on the availa- 
bility of resources for a longer period of time 
and on the success it achieves in mobilizing 
deposits, the Bank may introduce a certain 
degree of flexibility in regard to the eligibility 
of commodities by considering financing for 
other essential items also. As far as possible, 
the bank will continue to require that the 
imports are from another member country. 


It will also maintain the level of mark-up at 
the existing level, particularly in view of the 
fact that it has to mobilize deposit resources 
from outside tor financing the scheme, and 
that any lowering of the return will interfere 
with the mobilization effort. 

The IDB report further states that non-oil 
exporting member countries have reserves 
suffi cient only to finance less than three 
months of imports. And the precarious state 
of their foreign exchange reserves, the 
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increasing value of costly imports and the 
necessity of buying expensive technology 
from advanced nations have forced non-oil 
developing countries to seek substantial 
loans from all possible sources. 

The large scale borrowing by the develop- 
ing countries has continued over the past few 
years. Hence, these countries are now heavily 
indebted. The total foreign debt of the non- 
oil developing countries has grown faster 
than their export earnings. An increasing part 
of their debt is in the form of short term or 
medium term loans on unfavorable terms. 
They are experiencing serious debt-servidng 
problems. The ever increasing need of financ- 
ing costly imports has necessitated high bor- 
rowing from the financial institutions, which 
has further increased the debt servicing bur- 
den of these countries. In some cases, the 
external borrowing has achieved nothing 
more than servicing some existing debt. 

The report further states that the majority 
of industrial nations have so far not lived up 
to their target of providing the minimum 
development assistance considered necessary 
for the developing countries to achieve satis- 
factory rates. On the other hand, the net flow 
of developmental assistance from the oil- 
exporting countries of the IDB has surpassed 
the set target many times over. 

For example, the corresponding figures for 
1977-78 for Saudi Arabia. Kuwait. Qatar 
and the UAE were 4 .8, 10.1. 4.7, and 10.9 
per cent respectively. These countries have 
not only increased their aid contribution to 
the international and regional financial 
institutions, but have also substantially 
increased their bilateral financial assistance 
to the developing countries in genera! and 
members of the IDB in particular.

SHARJAH, United Arab Emirates. 
April 5 (R) — The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) is ready to mediate to 
improve relations between Iran and Iraq, 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat said in an inter- 
view published Saturday. ■ 

The Sharjah-based newspaper A1 - 
Khaleej, which resumed publication 
Saturday after a 10-year gap, quoted 
Arafat as saying: " We have maay friends 
in the Iranian revolution and strong rela- 
tions with Iraq .. We arc ready to do all in 
our power to solve any problem which 
may arise between friends.” 

Relations between Iraq and Iran, the 
biggesr military powers in the Gulf, have 
been deteriorating steadily since Iran’s 
Islamic revolution ousted the Shah a year 
ago. 

Last month the two neighbors withdrew 
their ambassadors from each others capi- 
tals and reduced their embassy staffs in a 
move stopping just short of breaking dip- 
lomatic ties. 


Egypt hits 
U.S. Coptic 
demonstrations 


CAIRO, April 5 ( AP) — The government 
of President Anwar Sadat has warned that 
planned demonstrations in the United States 
and Australia by Egyptian Coptic Christian 
immigrants to protest sectarian incidents in 
Egypt would ” Extensively damage national 
unity and social peace.” 

“The planned protest moves are irrespons- 
ible acts by sects which live abroad and do not 
know the facts about what is going on in 
Egypt,” a statement widely distributed by the 
government- control led media said Friday. 

The government said the protests are 
designed to overshadow Sadat s sum nut talks 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter in 
Washington Tuesday. 

Officials of the Cairo radio and televirion 
network, which used to broadcast Easter 
mass in previous years, said they were banned 
from doing so this time by church officials. 

Church officials, including Pope Shenouda 
TO, the spiritual leader of the six million 
minority Copts, derided last week to stay 
away from official reception and functions 
during Easter week because of recent “pain- 
ful" dashes involving Muslim fundamental- 
ists. 


PLO ‘to get 
Indian tanks’ 


BEIRUT. April 5 l AFP) — India is to 
supply the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) with tanks, the Lebanese daily A/ Lima 
reported Saturday quoting an Arab diploma- 
tic source. 

In exchange, the PLO had prevailed on 
Gulf countries to supply India with oil cur- 
rently denied to it by the major L T .S. oil firms, 
the paper said. 

The bargain was struck when PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat was in New Delhi last 
week, it added. 

On his way back to Beirut, he stopped over 
in the United Arab Emirates and other Gulf 
oil states “whose leaders be successfully con- 
vinced of the need to supply India with oil.”

Chad chief seeks Libyan aid 










The Iraqi News Agency said a man of 
Iranian origin was responsible for a gre- 
nade attack in Baghdad last week which 
slightly injured Iraqi Deputy Premier 
Tariq Aziz. 

The head of Iran’s Islamic revolutio- 
nary courts. Ayatollah Sadek Khalkhali, 
said Friday Iran had no part in the attack. 

There have also been several recent 
reports of clashes along the border bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran. 


PARIS, April 5 (Agencies) — A Chadian 
delegation to Tripoli led by an emissary of 
President Goukouni Oueddei appealed “to 
forces of good and peace” to intervene to 
stop what it claimed was a flow of arms from 
Egypt into the Chad conflict, the Libyan news 
agency JANA said Saturday. 

The agency, in a broadcast monitored here, 
said that the delegation from Chad had held a 
news conference in Tripoli. Neither the 
delegation leader nor any of its members 
were named. 

JANA said that the delegation accused 
Egypt of “furnishing arms and military mat- 
erial to supporters of Hissene Habre (the 
Chad defense minister, whose forces are 
fighting those of President Goukouni) 
through a third country.” 

This charge was first made by Chad Justice 
Minister Djoma Golo on Thursday in Paris, 
where he was attending a Franco- African 
ministerial summit. Neither he nor the Cha- 
dian delegation named the third country. 

The delegation was quoted as asking 
“forces of good and peace in the world to 
intervene to halt the interference by the 
Egyptian regime in Chad's internal affairs” 
and as “drawing the attention of the entire 
world to this reality: that by aims and military 
material sent Habre. Cairo is contributing to

the exodus and massacre of die Chadian peo- 
ple.” 

JANA quoted the emissary as saying that 
Goukouni had appealed to Libya for help 
“because Chad is aware that (Libya) wall not 
stand idle when its brothers are threatened 
with death.” 

Golo said on Thursday that he knew of no 
such appeal, and he did not believe one had 
been made. 

JANA quoted the emissary as saying that 
“without Libyan aid, Frolinat (Chad 
National Liberation Front, the former north- 
ern Chad guerrilla army now splintered into 
several factions including those of Goukouni 
and Habre ) would not be what it is: popular 
armed forces fighting for the liberty and 
peace of Chad.” 

In N'Djamena meanwhile, shelling and fir- 
ing erupted again Saturday in the two- 
week- old battle for the Chad capital. 

The fighting was in northern parts of the 
dty but there was ao sign that either 
Goukounf s forces or those of Habre were 
near to breaking the apparent stalemate in 
tbeir fight. 

Officers in charge of the 1,100 French 
troops inside a French air force base near 
N* Djamena airport expressed deep concern 
Saturday over a break in telephone links bet- 
ween the bases of the two warring rides. 

The communications are regarded as vital 
in preventing any small-scale incident involv- 
ing the French base from getting out of hand.

We arc 
going to oppose these settlements through 
theTraraework ot the Camp David accords 
and the United Nations. ”

NEW YORK, April 5 (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union is offering free airplane trips as 
wefl as coaching expertise to draw countries 
tothe Moscow Olympics to counter a U.S. 
call for a boycott, according to an American 
network: news report. 

■ Quoting un ide n t ified U.S. officials, die 
Friday report on CBS News from Washing- 
ton saidthat the Soviets are offering cut-rate 
ftad .fret trips to Moscow to the Olympic 
Mgams <tf various countries. 

|^The report also said that the Soviets have 
pSapatched athletic coaches to some countries 
^bdp^train their athletes. 

. TbeTeported Soviet efforts to ansuremul- 
rinational attendance at the 1980 games 
amid ongoing efforts by the administra- 
tion ofU.S. President Jimmy Carter to organ- 
ize a boycott of the 1980 Moscow Games as a 
protest against die Soviet incursion and 
occupation of Afghanistan. 

Carter has said that participation of U.S. 
athletes would hurt the nation' s security, and 
has tried to enlist other nations in the boycott 
effort, but has not achieved much success. 

Only a few other nations have said they 
would not field teams to die Olympics, and 
support for die boycott seems to be dropping 
off- 

the State Department said Friday The 
Otter administration has about an even 
fimnre of persuading U.S. Olympic officials 
to vote for boycotting the summer games in 
Moscow. 

Department spokesman Hodding Carter 
gave die assessment while pressing die 
administratioo’s argument that U.S. security 
interests would be damaged if American ath- 
letes go to Moscow. 


He said Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and Defense Secretary Harold Brown would 
state President Jimmy Carter’s policy to 
sports officials Tuesday at die second State 
Department meeting of its kind in a week. 

U.S. Olympic Committee officials will 
debate the issue next week at Colorado 
Springs. Several have said they would heed a 
strong argument that a boycott was a national 
security matter. 

Spokesman Carter, who has called for an 
eariy favorable vote to give U.S. allies aboard 
the signal to fallow suit, told reporters the 
Soviet Union had launched a major interna- 
tional propaganda campaign to counter the 

.U.S.-proposed boycott. 

But he said nowhere is official Soviet 
propaganda was there any mention that the 
Unrted States sought the boycott in order to 
penalize the Soviet Union for intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

- The spokesman, asked to explain how U.S. 
security would be damaged by American par- 
ticipation at the Olympics, said the Soviet 
move into American “chances the security 
equation in south Asia, a region whose 
future, whose people and whose resources 
are viral to our interest. 

“In not responding adequately to what is 
done in Afghanistan, we raised die very real 
'risk of signaling to die Soviet Union that 
another step, another act of aggression, 
would be equally tolerable,” he said. 

“And that, put simply, is a threat to our 
security interest which we cannot allow to go 
unheeded. We must respond now to save the 
necessity of having.- to respond at a much 
higher cost and sacrifice at some future date.” 

The administration has said it has “strong

He said such a rule change would be “fun- 
damentally jterin g the games” but said he 
would not comment on how the administra- 
tion would respond until it occurred. 

Other nffirrak said Carter had emergency 
powers winch could be invoked to make 
travel by American individuals extremely dif- 
ficult if notimpossible. 

The officials also said members of Con- 
gress had approached the State Department 
volunteering to introduce legislation which 
would bantravd by athletes to the Olympics.

Cueves, a southpaw, has won 21 fights, lost 
two and drawn one. He is the WBA’s fifth- 
ranked contender. 

Cuevas has fought only two southpaws, 
Shoji Tsujimoto of Japan and American Billy 
Backus. He stopped them both , Tsukunoto in 
six rounds and Backus in two. 

“ Backus is an old man, ” Volbrecht said. 
“ Tm used to going 10 to 12 rounds. Fve 
defended my own (South African) title five 
times and I went 12 rounds on four occasions. 
T ve won most of my fights on points, against

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ADEN MOVES 


South Yemen, whose revolutionary regime has won it the 
enmity of other Arabian peninsula countries , is on the doors- 
tep of rebuilding bridges with neighboring conservative Arab 
governments. 

Aden has taken the initiative to dear murky waters when its 
foreign minister visited Riyadh last week. The successful talks 
of Salem Saleh Muhammad with Saudi Arabian leaders 
resulted in an invitation from King Khaled to President Abdul 
Fattah Ismail for summit talks in Riyadh. 

Today Aden again stunned observers here by announcing 
its intention to open talks with Oman — the Sultanate which 
fought the Aden-supported Dhofar liberation front against 
Sultan Qaboos for nearly nine years. 

The announcement in Kuwait that the foreign ministers of 
iouth Yemen and Oman were likely to meet also heralds 
warmer (to Arabs cooler) summer in Southern Arabia. The 
move is more than welcome, and Aden must have realized 
that the road to Arab capitals is shorter and safer than that to 
Moscow. 

Aden obviously does not contemplate an unfriendly move 
against its Communist supporter, with whom, Kuwait and 
other Arab countries have relations. Nor does Saudi Arabia, 
contemplate interference in the affairs of others — a policy 
reiterated by Information Minister Dr. Abdo Yamani three 
days after Salem's visit to Riyadh. 

Both Riyadh and Aden have agreed that their views con- 
cerning common Arab destiny are identical — a fact that must 
have opened the way for Aden to consolidate its relations with 
the rest of the Arab peninsula. This declared understanding is 
by itself conducive intelligent Arabian diplomacy which has 
been off of the stage since the British pulled out of Aden in 
1967. 

Since then the regime in Aden made more enemies than 
friends for its support of the Dhofar rebellion. 

Its friendship treaty with the Soviet Union last year drove 
Aden even further away from its neighbors and made them 
more suspicious. But the visit to Riyadh by the South Yemeni 
foreign minister appears to be a conciliatory attempt although 
Saudi Arabia maintains diplomatic relations with Aden. 

Given the right political atmosphere in Aden, South Yemen 
seems willing to adjust to the reality of the declared Arab 
policy of rejecting foreign bases or seeking the assistance of 
foreign powers. 


Take-aways flourish in China

SINGAPORE - 

If the bolder agronomists in Peking have their 
way, the Chinese may undergo a“chopstick revolu- 
tion” once the new party machine settles down to 
curing the administration's biggest single headache 
— making sure that all billion of them have enough 
to eat. 

Even before the Politburo was purged of its four 
leading leftists in February the radical far min g 
policies they had championed were under Ore as 
aberrations of the notorious “Gang of Four”. 

Da Zhai, the showpiece production brigade in 
which “selfless’' and “self-reliant peasants owned 
no private plots, pigs or poultry but worked solely 
for the collective, has been pilloried as a counter- 
productive exercise in socialist dogma that killed 
the enthusiasm of the farmworker. 

Damning statistics now reveal that in 1978 the 
average Chinese had 3 per cent less grain to eat and 
33 per cent less coolring ofl than his father 20 years 
before. 

Critics have denounced the “learn from Da 
Zhai” campaign for encouraging production 
brigades all over the country to emulate a miscon- 
ceived model. Da Zhai measured success mainly by 
the weight of grain ir produced, and this meant that 
farms everywhere were slavishly growing rice or 
wheat when some should have been producing 
meat. 


A vice-minister for science and technology lists 
persuasive figures to show that Chinese agriculture 
is lopsided: the annual value of grain output is five 
times that of animal produce, yet the country has 
three times as much potential pasture as cultivated 
land. 


Too much attention has been paid to grain and 
not enough to grass and goats, the experts say. Even 
minority peoples in China who traditionally eat 
beef and mutton have been forced to take to veget- 
ables. The Chinese must change their diet The 
prejudice of those who think too much meat is bad 
for diem is nonsensical: “ Animal protein led to the 
leap from the brain of the ape to the brain of the 
man.” 

The wary Chinese have heard this sort of argu- 


ment before. After the resentful peasantry were 
herded into collective “people’s communes” in 
1958, and near-f amin e ensued, they were told to 
eat chloreUa, a malodorous scum found in stagnant 
ponds which was hailed as a dietician's dream and 
duly converted into porridge, buns and baby food. 

Moreover, it was said, raising animals for human 
consumption was wildly wasteful, since it requires 
one million tons of fodder to produce a maxi mom of 
one thousand tons of red meat, 

Chinese townsfolk are now becoming con- 
ditioned to dietary revolution. Three years ago, to 
make it easier for wives to work in factories, prop- 
osals were put forward for big centralized bakeries, 
and the manufacture of ready-to-serve noodles, 
dehydrated pre-cooked rice, and desiccated soups. 

Cheap canned meat and fish began to appear on 
the market, and allegedly found favor. Meanwhile 
thousands of canteens in big cities were selling 
take-away food. 

While there may be less home-cooking in the 
towns tomorrow, the immediate solution to China’s 
feeding problem lies in more home-growing on the 
farm today. The pragmatic Zhao Ziyang, now No. 7 
in the reconstituted Chinese Politburo, has led the 
way in capitalizing on the peasant* s eye for personal 
profit 

As boss of Sichuan province, he has been giving 
more land to small groups of families to farm for 
themselves, more private plots to individual house- 
holds on which to raise pigs and chickens and veget- 
ables, and more control over the crops they grow 
and the sale of the fruit of their labors. 

- Peking has meanwhile increased the income of 
the peasant by raising the purchase prices of 18 
major farm products. Last year a typical family of 
five in Sichuan could make nearly $ 1,000 from 
collective work plus $ 300 earned from selling pri- 
vate produce in the nearest of China’s “free” rural 
markets, of which there are now 36,000- 

It was recently reported that a production 
brigade near Peking was running seminars to stop 
mothers-in-law and daughters-in-law from falling 
out over how to spend surplus income earned from 
farming. Evidently China's liberal policy is paying 
off, for if production is geared to private profit, 
output must soar when needy Chinese become 
affluent enough to quarrel over money. (OFN5) 


W.Bengal waits for Indira’s axe

CALCUTTA — 

The ruling Co mmunis t government in West 
Bengal is making plans to send several thousand 
workers into hiding underground and is taking 
other precautions in case Mrs. Indira Gandhi tries 
to topple the state government as she has nine 
others in India. 

Most commentators in Delhi think that Gandhi 
has other priorities to sort out before she would 
think of moving against Jyoti Basu and his Com- 
munist Party of India Marxist (CPM) government. 
But in Calcutta political aides there is a much more 
nervous expectancy. 

“Jyoti Basu fired the first shot in the campaign 
almost immediately after Mrs. Gandhi had won the 
general election by declaring that she would oust 
him,” said a CPM member. 

“We are under no illusions and are taking all 
precautions to see that she will not be able to snuff 
us out. If she does remove the government we 
expect to be able to carry on, even if she indulges in 
a campaign of thuggery similar to last time." 

CPM sources point to one or two inddents which 
might be coinddence or might be a gentle testing of 
Communist dedication by Gandhi. 

Immediately after the election there were some 
outbreaks of lawlessness, provoked, say CPM sup- 
porters, by outsiders. Breakdown of law and order 
is erne of die reasons allowing the central Indian 
government to move in and take control of a state. 

Inquiries were also started by central government 
into allegations of vote rigging in Bengal, where the 


CPM and its allies took all but three of the state's 
parliamentary seats. 

West Bengal has enjoyed a period of relative 
tranquility since the CPM took over nearly three 
years ago. It is surprising to find industrialists and 
other pillars of capitalism in Calcutta ringing the 
praises of the CPM for running a deaner and mace 
effident government — even though the same peo- 
ple are also glad to see Mrs. Gandhi back at the 
center. 



The CPM has not wasted its time in power but has 
furiously tried to consolidate. It has been espedally 
assiduous in rural areas and swept to victory in 
Panchayat village coandl elections. The result in 
the general election in January merely supported 
the prevailing pro- CPM mood. 

- All the same the state government has its weak- 
nesses. One is the result of the Indian finandal 
system in which the state government is beholden to 
the center for many of its funds and thus vulnerable 
to pressure. Ashok Mitra. the Bengal finance minis- 
ter, who used to be chief economic adviser to the 
finance ministry in New Delhi, carried on an unsuc- 
cessful campaign with the previous government to 
give more finandal powers to the states. 

The Communists have also failed to get on top of 
;the deteriorating power situation. West Bengal has 
been hardest hit by power cuts, and in February 
industry was asked to dose down for three days to 
save more savage cuts. 

Power problems in West Bengal have been 
exacerbated by old equipment, poor maintenance 
and inter-union political quarrels. (OFN5)

Australia to bolster army

SYDNEY — 

The Kremlin’s adventures in Afghanistan have 
ended die cash and equipment drought that has 
afflicted Australia's armed forces for years. 

Led by a prime minister apparently obsessed by 
Russian global domination, the politically conser- 
vative Australian government is to boost defense 
spending over the next five years by$ 1360 million, 
taking the defense budget to 3 per cent of the gross 
domestic product. 

The 70,000-strong ranks of the three services are 
to be increased by 13,000 — attracted by higher 
pay. Sophisticated warships and aircraft are to be 
bought, bases on the west Australian coast 
upgraded and a study carried out of the aerial 
defense needs of the country’s vast and wild north- 
ern coast. 

Probably more important is a decision to make 
Australia's military more independent by creating 
the capacity to build warships and by refurbishing 
arms factories. 

Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser is accused by the 
Labor Party opposition of dangerous theatrics and 
of trying to capitalize on the Afghan crisis by 
scaremongering in this national election year. But 
Fraser, one .of the first Western leaders to back the 
United States? Olympic Games boycott call, is a 


long-time critic and opponent of "Russiamsm”. 

According to Fraser the invasion of Afghanistan 
spells the end of the age of detente and has impor- 
tant implications for Australia's strategic environ- 
ment. He sees Soviet naval activity in the Indian 
Ocean and Vietnam as a long-term threat. 

Consequently, he has ordered navy and air force 
operations in the Indian Ocean to be intensified. 
Naval and air base facilities bordering the ocean are 
to be substantially enlarged and the U.S. invited to 
use them. 

The air force will get 75 new advanced fighters, 
probably the American F-16, to replace its three 
Mirage squadrons, and the navy is to have a new 
fleet of destroyers and 10 more patrol boats. 
Updated weaponry will be added to other ships and 
planes. 

The army reserve is to be enlarged from 22,000 
to 30,000. The idea of 1 a U 3. -style draft register has 
been rejected but a government-sponsored cam- 
paign has begun to persuade industry and business 
to encourage workers who want to become reser- 
vists. 

Australia is also to increase by 40 per cent to $ 
132 million its civil aid to South Pacific island 
nations over the next three years to “enhance the 
development and security of our common region.” 
— (OFNS) 


JAKARTA — 

When she accepted. Indonesia's 200 millionth 
monthly cycle of oral contraceptives here recently a 
30-year-old seamstress and mother of two from 
East Java become a national celebrity. 

A beaming U3. ambassador presented her with a 
shiny treadle-electric sewing . machine and self- 
congratulation was the order of die day. 

With good , reason perhaps. Indonesia's 10- 
year-old family planning program is generally 
agreed to be the world’s most succesrful. The aver- 
age family size is down from six children to just over 
four, with the reasonable hope of two- child families 
by the turn of the century. 

It’s a long way from the early 1960s when the 
nation’s founder. President Sukarno, called birth 
.control “morally subversive” and waxed lyrical 
about his aunt, who bad borne 23 children. 

The politician generals who succeeded him are no 
longer priming the demographic time-bomb, but 
even at present rates of growth the population, 
somewhere between 140 and 160 million, will dou- 
ble in 35 years. 

Ninety million of the people are crowded into the 
islands of Java and Bali — 65 per cent of the popula- 
tion on 7 per cent of the land area. 

Of those who work in Java’s agriculture (the vast 
majority), three-quarters cannot meet their 
minimnm needs. They have either too little land or 
no land at alL Half the children under five suffer 
from malnutrition and vitamin deficiency. 

Four million people are unemployed. One third 
of those with jobs are under-employed. Two million 
are entering the job market every year. With that 
cranes the apparently inevitable drift to the dties, 
for life in cardboard shanties and jobs, or half-jobs, 
as taxi drivers, domestic servants, street hawkers or 
day laborers. 

Indonesia’s development has been limited and 
lopsided, failing to harness either human or natural 
resources. There is the basis of heavy, capital inten- 
sive industry, but rally now is there movement into 
the manufacturing and cottage industries that can 
offer mass employment. 

Family planning, successful though it is, does not 
promise much respite. The answer now proposed by 
President Suharto and World Bank President 
Robert McNamara is to move people from the con- 
gestion of Java to the wide open, on exploited virgin 
spaces of Sumatra, Kalimantan, Sulawesi and West 
Irian in the archipelago of 13,700 islands. 


The idea is not new. Dutch colonialists shipped 
Javanese plantation labor to the outer islands from 
the turn of the century, bnt not until now has the 
policy been pursued systematically as part of a 
national development program. 

The Dutch called it “colonization,” the 
Indonesians call it “transmigration” and it is now 
enshrined as a prime commitment of Suharto’ s third 
presidential term. Half- a- million young families, 
roughly two- and- a- half millio n people, are to bet 
moved to 250 sites in 14 outlying provinces.-lhe 
success of die operation is supposed to generate' 
millions more “spontaneous” transmigrants^ 

The World Bank has earmarked a billion dollars 
for the program, and there are loans and grants 
from the Asian Development Bank of $ 34 miffios,. 
the International Development Agency of $ 67 Bul- 
lion, the Islamic Development Bank of $ 1 0 nriffial, 
and the European Economic Community of $ 55 

mill i nn . ' ) . 

On paper it sounds fine. The worst pocketed 
poverty will be rooted out from Java, and the indi- 
genous peoples of the settlements will partake of 
the fruits of development Indonesia will be welded 
into a unified, secure and prosperous nation. 

But die difficulties are legion. Distances are vast, 
communications are stretched, and failures of plan- 
ning have led migrants to be dumped on infertile 
land. 

Inadequate infrastructure — roads, sanitation, 
medical care, marketing for produce — has led to 
the collapse of some remote settlements. Other 
migrants have found that bulldozers used to dear 
forest have tom away the thin top soil, or that rats, 
wild pigs or malarial mosquitoes lie in wait for them 
and their crops. 

Critics point out that, after the first year of die 
third five-year plan, there remain 14,000 families 
whose migration was due under the second plan. Of 
50,000 families targeted for last year, only 13®) 
have moved so far. 

Still, there is no shortage of candidates for migra- 
tion, and no evidence of coercion. Established 
communities report standards of living well above 
the Javanese average. Some areas, like remote 
•West Irian, are self sufficient in rice for the first time 
thanks to die migrants. 

Officials in the transmigration directorate say it 
will be two or three years before management 
shortcomings are ironed out, and perhaps a genera- 
tion or more before the bold'ambitions of the prog- 
ram are met — (OFNS)

Newspapers generally devoted 
their editorials to the Palestine

They also dealt with attempts to 
enforce autonomy in Gaza and 
Jerusalem and described it as a 
conspiracy against the cause of the 
Palestinians. In an editorial, Al 
Riyadh said the Palestine issue has 
taken a big leap forward and will 
never retreat its steps whatever 
odds it may have to face. It 
described the PLO's approach as 
sound, saying its adherence to 
independent approach has 
enabled it to achieve political vic- 
tory. The paper added that the 
PLO's independent attitude as 
well as its coordination with the 
Arab stares, which have been sup- 
porting its cause, have led to cor- 
rect action and the avoidance of 
difficulties hostile forces tried to 
create for the organization. 

. Dwelling on the Security Coun- 
cil's postponement of its meetings. 
Okaz said the world body’s action 
indicates it is still roaming about in 
the wilderness created by the 


superpowers. The paper reiter- 
ated that recognition of the right 
of Palestinians to self- 
determination will provide a real 
beginning toward peaceful condi- 
tions in the Middle East. It said 
that the Arabs have still greater 
responsibilities now that world 
public opinion supports the resto- 
ration of their .usurped rights.

Gaza. Hie paper viewed that the 
Camp David trio wiD insist on the 
implementation of the conspiracy 
because the world Zionist powers 
will instigate them to do so, for 
they would be eager to exploit 
U.S. influence in favor of Israel 
and always against the Arabs. 

Dealing wi th _tb e same subject, 
Al Nadva said- that, the Carter- 
Sadat-Begin meeting in Washing- 
ton to discuss the autonomy would 
be a prelude to a fresh deal in 
which the sole loser will be the 
people of Palestine.

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With common 
sense, careful 
watering, and 
good advice, 
indoor plants 
Can thrive here

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JEDDAH — Plants are friends. One 
drooping leaf or browning rip sends one scur- 
rying for advice to see plant wilt is to sec a 
dose friend ailing. 

There’ s also another emotion involved — 
anxiety over what a fast declining plant cost in 
the first place. Few people would feel uncon- 
cerned at the sight of SR300 worth of green- 
ery going down hill fast." 

So how does one do the right thing by one’s 
pocket and by one’s leafy- friends? Andrew 
Hamilton, General Manager of Fiorina, has 
one very sound piece of advice — "don’t kill 
them with kindness” — plus some other use- 
ful tips on how to raise indoor plants success- 
fully in Jeddah. 

According to Mr. Hamilton, about 80 per 
cent of dying plants in Jeddah are killed by 
kindness, that is, by too much water. 

‘‘Overwatering kills the roots,’’ he says," 
and thus the plant. You usually can tell if 
overwatering is raking place because brown 
patches will appear mi the leaves or the rips 
will go brown.” 

"A thoughtful watering once a week is 
generally enough, depending on the plant, 
but it is important to use intelligence. For 
example, plants by windows may need more 
watering because more evaporation takes 
place. More water is also needed in wanner 
temperatures.' 1 

Mr. Hamilton suggests that self-watering 
planters can be a good solution. However, 
care should be taken in the choice of planter 
to be sure it is one which works properly. 
Some green thumbs also suggest spagnum 
moss on the surface of the pot to keep in 
moisture. When the moss is dry it’s time to 
water again. 

A further suggestion on watering is to feel 
the soil. If the roots are moist not wet it is fine. 

If dry give it water. However, there are cer- 
tain plants which prefer to be damp, and this 
includes ferns. If in doubt about watering, 
check with the experts. 

Mr. Hamilton said one problem is some- 
times tap water. Although it is desalinated it 
still retains some salt content, which can 
affect certain plants, and the desalination 
process means that some important trace 
elements, which plants need, are removed. 

Plants which are unhappy with tap water 
indnde nephxolepsis (Boston fern), asp- 
lenium nidus (bird's n«t fern) and hedeia 
helix (ivy) and varieties. He suggests that 
these plants should be watered with bottled 
water or reverse osmosis water. The latter 
can be bought at a number of shops in Jeddah 
for the cost of SR3 for 20 liters with the 
former, don’t use water which has been in the 
refrigerator. The cold will be a shock to the 
plants. 

Because local water has many of those 
important trace elements removed it is 
important to apply plant food at least once a 
month. It is rather tike giving your plants a 
good dose of vitamins. Mr. Hamilton says 
there are a number of good plant foods on the 
market but suggested Subsiral, although this 
is only for earth-bound plants, and Pokon. 
This particular plant food is recommended by 
growers in Holand from where all local plants 
are imported. 

Air conditioning is not particularly harmful 
to indoor plants .because of the European 
origin of local supplies. This means that the 
plants are already acclimatized to cooler 
weather. One thing that should be watched is 
that the plants should not be directly in the 
path of any draughts. They will get rather a 
shock if put outside here, too. The change in 
temperature is just too great and the sunlight 
rather too fierce. 

Yet another lifestyle which plants dislike is 
one where they are cooped up all day in a 
darkened living room. They like light and will 
start to get a yellowish tinge if they don’t get 
enough, so open the curtains during the day. 

"A good idea is to have enough plants so 
they can be kept in rotation," says Mr. Hamil- 
ton. “Move your plants to different positions 
so they get adequate light Variety can be the 
spice of a plant's life too, yon know.” 

Finally, Mr. Hamilton says that anyone 
with an ailing plant is welcome to contact him 
foT a consultation free of charge, at the 
Khalid bin Waked Street branch of Fiorina.

The mood of nostalgia is so strong that 
even the new productions on Broadway cont- 
rive to look like old ones. The hottest ticket in 
town is currently for Mickey Rooney and 
Ann Miller in ‘Sugar Babies’ — a revival of 
good old-fashioned burlesque, though how 
good it is depends on your taste and perhaps 
your memory. 

Not since my childhood, and even then I 
can’t be sure, have I seen a show includes a 
fan dance, a dog act and dancing pigeons. 
Acts in the show entided ‘Girls and Garters,’ 
‘Tropical Madness 1 and In a Greek Garden 
leave one quite enjoyably numbed, as does 
the sight of Rooney and Miller singing songs 
such as ‘I Can’t Give you Anything But Love 1 
and ‘ On the Sunny Side of the Stree t’ — songs 
which were first performed in musicals half a 
century ago. 

‘Sugar Babies' is a slick form of sanitised 
burlesque — a mixture of risque slapstick,. 
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aitc showgirls in Busby Berkeley routines 
and old music-hall jokes. Manager of hotel: 
‘That'll beS 100- 20 for the room and$80 For 
the food your wife ordered.' Rooney: 'She 
didn’t touch the food.’ Manager: * It was there 
if she wanted it.' Rooney: Here'sS 20. I'm 
charging you $ SO for the use of my wife.’ 
Manager. ‘But I didn't toueh your wife!’ 
Rooney: ‘She was there if you wanted it...’ 

The main interest is, of course, in Rooney 
and Miller — both former MGM products of 
the Forties and Fifties, and both guaranteed 
to encourage sentimental echoes of times 
past. On their entrances I thought with pleas- 
ure. My God. they’re still alive!’ whereas the 
older generation in the audience were happy 
that age hasn’t been too unkind to cither erf 
them and that they can still show the younger 
gene ration a thing or two. 

At 59 Mickey Rooney — whose father was 
a burlesque performer — does what he does 


best: he plays Mickey Rooney. He is still 
Puck; he’s ‘naughty 5 and ‘lovable’; he mugs 
outrageously; he connives with the audience; 
he dresses monstrously in drag; he will do 
anything to keep you entertained. He is the 
man voit can’t keep down. 

Miss Miller, now 57, formerly one of Fred 
Astaire’s dancing partners, also does what 
she does best she keeps dancing. From her 
first entrance, dressed in tights and a feather 
boa while perched on zebra-skin suitcases 
singing I Feel a Song Cornin' On,’ she tap- 
dances throughout the show with glacial and 
miraculous zest, as if out to set a record. Mr. 
Rooney is not without a certain insistent 
Showbiz charm. Miss Miller gives the best 
performance I have seen anywhere on the' 
stage — from the ankles down. The New 
York audience gave them both a standing 
ovation.

Mugabe tending Rhodesia’s wounds 


SALISBURY, April 5 ( AP) - With inde- 
pendence near, Rhodesian Premier Robert 
Mugabe's eager young team of ministers and 
advisers is engaged in the priority task of 
healing the wounds of war that cost 20,000 
lives, left tens of thousands homeless and job- 
less and ruptured the economy. 

Mugabe, 56, whose new republic of Zim- 
babwe becomes independent of Britain April 
18, has called on die seven million blacks and 
quarter million whites to “beat our swords 
into ploughshares”. 

Working in his small downtown office or 
his modest suburban home from dawn to the 
early hours of each morning, the former guer- 
rilla leader is personally approving, amend- 
ing or rejecting complex multi- million dollar 
development plans. 

His aim is to retain white investment and 
skills that have traditionally supported the 
economy and at the same time keep pre- 
election promises of free schooling and 
health care, more jobs, better homes and a 
redistribution of wealtb. 

It is a daunting task. Economists estimate 
the equivalent of at least $ 6 billion will be 
needed to erase the scare of war. 

Britain, the United States and the Euro- 


pean Economic Community have offered 
more than $ 60 million in aid. Aides to 
Mugabe hope for millions more. 

A statistical analysis of the results of the 
seven-year war between guerrillas led by 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo on the one hand, 
and the white-led but mainly-back govern- 
ment troops on the other makes grim read- 
ing: 

— A quarter million refugees living in 
squalor in neighboring countries, 750,000 
others homeless or displaced in Rhodesia, 
tens of thousands maimed, blinded or limb- 
less and 100,000 jobless. 

— Forty per cent of black peasants in some 
areas starving. 

— Half of all mission-run dinics are 
dosed. In one district, a single doctor serves 
250,000 persons. 

— In tribal reserves, where most blacks 
live, thousands of hectares of food crops were 
destroyed. Family life was disrupted, and 
children were abandoned. Unwed mothers, 
prostitution, alcoholism and drug abuse and 
veneral disease all increased. 

“If nothing is done about these problems,” 
warned the Salvation Army, which is donat- 
ing almost $ 1 6 million for relief, “There will

Orange said cancer-causing 


Washington, April 5 (AP) — Agent 
Orana-. a defoliant sprayed near some sol- 
diers ..1 Vietnam, probably causes cancer in 
huniJi;:. according to five research studies 
released Friday in the U.S. capital. 

U.S. Representatives Thomas A. Daschle 
and David E. Bonior, said the studies directly 
contradict statements by the U.S. Veterans 
AdrT.sniM ration that there is no evidence link- 
ing tin chf-mical with cancer in humans. 

Agent Orange was sprayed over heavy 
vegetation in Vietnam during the 1960's to 
make It more difficult for North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong soldiers and supplies to move 
free!, through the jungle. 

In n wm years, increasing numbers of.' vet- 
eran' hat c made desability claims against the 
government contending that various medical 
prohlciUi. including birth defects, cancer and 
disc Jo,-? of ; .he nervous system, resulted from 
their exposure to Agent Orange in Vietnam. 

So far. the VA has declined to concede a 
direct link between the herbicide spraying 
and diseases contracted by Vietnam veterans. 

In u letter to VA Administrator Max Cle- 
land. Daschle and Bonior said the agency’s 
policy “may have been influenced as much by 
concern over culpability and its litigation 
implications as by the needs of Vietnam vete- 


C.ciand testified before a House of Rep- 
resentatives veterans affairs committee that 
there have been ho studies demonstrating 
that humans contract cancer from the com- 
pon:r:s of Agent Orange. 

h.- .-unceded that some studies on animals 
show a connection, however. 


The two representatives said the research 
studies they released Friday have been avail- 
able to the VA for several months. 

VA spokesman Bill Sawcfaak said Celand 
would have no comment on whether the five 
studies — four from Sweden and one from 
West Germany — were valid. 

But he did say that if it is true — as Daschle 
and Bonior claim — that the Environmental I 
Protection Agency had the studies in hand, 
“then we knew about it, too.” 

The studies examined cases where workers 
were exposed to the contents of Agent 
Orange, used to dear brush on European 
farmland and along railroad track, and found 
a higher incidence of cancer than among the 
general population. 

One Swedish university study concluded 
there is “an increased risk” for cancer, espe- 
cially stomach cancer, among persons, 
exposed to phenoxyacetic add. a major com- 
ponent of Agent Orange. 

Another group of researchers wrote that 
exposure to the herbidde “Constitutes a risk 
factor for the inddents of malignant lym- 
phoma” — tumor of the lymph system. 

Tom Martin, an aide to Bonior. said 
Nobior believes the VA may be reluctant to 
admit that spraying Agent Orange in Viet- 
nam causes serious disease because to do so 
would open the government to daims not 
only by American soldiers, but also by Viet- 
namese ritizens, by Australians who fought in 
Viecnam and by Americans who may have 
been exposed to the same herbidde sprayed 
in western states during the 1950's and early 
1960’s. 


3 arrested in raid on ivory cache 


DAR ES SALAAM. April 5 (AP) - 
Police have arrested three suspects in connec- 
tion with a poachers’ hoard of over 1300 
elephant tusks unearthed in a central Tanza- 
nian forest, the government newspaper the 
Daily News reported Saturday. 

Police near the town of Sungida Friday dug 
up four pits containing 1.308 tusks which 
together weighed over 3 ‘*j tons. It was the 
largest single haul of poached ivory ever 
made in Tanzania. 

The Daily News said the tusks have been 
taken to Manyoni police station where they 
are being kept under heavy guard. 


Police were led to the hoard by villagers 
who saw what appeared to be a poachers’ 
camp. 

The newspaper said a group of villagers 
earlier had tried to approach the camp unes- 
corted by police, but were chased away by 
armed men. 

Two large poachers' camps were found in 
the Chnda forest whrre the four pits were 
discovered. 

Police said the 654 elephants slaughtered 
for their tusks were apparently taken over a 
period of time from the nearly 13.000 
square- kilo meter Rukwa Game Reserve.

“We don’t want to be the same as blade 
states like Zambia and Mozambique which 
exported food at independence and now 
import most of their food at huge costs," an 
adviser to the agriculture ministry says. “ We 
can be a veritable larder for Africa.” 

Mugabe, the bete noire of the white minor- 
ity that ruled Rhodesia for 90 years, has gone 
out of his way to keep whites here to help in 
the development. 

He appointed Dennis Norman, leader of 
the 5,500 white farmers who produce 90 per 
cent of the food, as agriculture minister — a 
move that has averted an exodus of whites 
from the land. 

But his government is also seeking to meet 
landless blacks’ aspirations for a better deal 
in a country where whites own almost half the 
farms, by carving up some'4.4 million hec- 
tares of abandoned or underused properties, i 

The biggest economic benefit of the new 
order is tiie end of crippling international 
sanctions against Rhodesia. 

Government profits from an anticipated 
boomy in agriculture, mining and manufac- 
turing are earmarkd for Mugabe’s promised 
socialist programs. 

First moves are already underway to 
rebuild and restaff the schools that were 
dosed or destroyed by guerrillas. One-half 
million pupils are out of d asses — almost half 
the black student population. 

“If we’re going to press ahead with indus- 
trial and agriculture development we’ 11 need 
better educated job-seekers,” says a career 
counselor. “There will eventually be free 
compulsory education for all.” 

Previously, only small numbers of blacks 
who had to pay fees were educated past age 
12 in government schools and at least 44 per 
cent of adults cannot read or write.

Cubans jam Peru embassy 


Court declares mistrial 


HAVANA, April 5 (R) — More than 300 
Cubans trying to get out of the country have 
poured into the Pervian embassy in Hhvana 
since Cuba Friday withdrew its armed guards 
from the gates, embassy officials said Satur- 
day. 

They began streaming to the embassy, 
scrambling over the fence or dodging though 
a side gate, immediately after tiie govern- 
ment announced it was removing the guards. 

. The move followed a diplomatic row over a 
series of incidents in which Cubans seeking 
asylum have crashed cars through fences into 
the Pervian and Venezuelan embassies. 

Cuba Friday accused the two countries of 
encouraging the dissident Cubans by giving 
them asylum. 

Early Saturday, a Peruvian count put the 
number jammed into the embassy grounds at 
315. The Cubans themselves were patrolling 
the fence on the inside. There were no gov- 
ernment soldiers or police in sight. 


But the refugees could be in for a long wait. 
Cuba also announced Saturday, it would no 
longer grant safe conduct out of the country 
to anyone forcing his way into a foreign 
embassy. 

“From now on the officials of that embassy 
will be the only (ones) responsible for any- 
thing that could happen there,’’ the govern- 
ment said. “We couldn’t protea embassies 
which do not collaborate to then won protec- 
tion.” 


“The Cuban government makes dear 
peremptorily that no one individual who 
enters by force in any foreign embassy will 
receive die safe conduct to leave the coun- 
try,” orodals said. 

One of tho refugees, Lorenzo Sanchez 
Lora, said his peopls*were guarding the fence 
“to defend tbemselVtt from attacks and to 
prevent other Cubans from entering and 
creating impossible conditions made.” 


NEW DELHI, April 5 (AP) -

Indian state of Assam, dedaring that ait 
troops will be given the power to arrest wit 
out warrants on Sunday. 

Assam was formally declared a “disturb) 
area” for a two- month period under legisl 
non which permits state officials to call 
troops to detain and interrogate law breake 
without warrants and conduct searches. 

The tea-growing and oil-produdng sta 
has been crippled by a six- month-1 <» 
movement aimed at the expulsion of millio 
of alleged aliens from Bangladesh. The loc 
economy has been nearly shut down and sta 
government paralyzed by tiie student* led ag 
ration. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of Assamese used 
tactic of India’s non-violent independea 
struggle by volunteering arrest peaceful 
outside government offices throughout tl 
state, tiie United News of India reported. 

The army has not yet been called out, 
home ministry spokesman said. He said it w 
not known whether any of the stude 
agitators had been arrested since Assam w 
declared a “disturbed area.” 

The latest measure to put down the agrt 
tion was taken because of the tense sfruatn 
and an organized attempt to disturb tranqu 
fry and create disorder. Assam Chief Sccrc 
ary R. S. Pannasivam told UNI in Dispur, i 
state capital.

ST. PETERSBURG. Florida, April 5 
(AP) — A hopelessly undecided jury 
resulted in a mistrial for a Vietnam veteran 
who contends that seeing a war movie 
released hidden frustrations the . night he 
allegedly attacked a woman in her home. 

The prosecution said it would seek another 
trial for Trevor Alan Cochran, 29, who was 
charged with burglary and assault in the OcL 
21 incident He also faces trials on two more 
burglary counts and another assault charge in 
two other break-ins that night. . 

After deliberating for seven hours, the jury 
decided it couldn't reach a verdict 

Cochran contended he was driven tem- 
porarily insane by seeing the Vietnam war 
movie Apocalypse Now, and said that he 
remembers nothing of the alleged inddents. 

The defense argued that tiie movie 
released years of bottled-up of stress and pain 
from Vietnam. 

The movie “was like a fuse blowing,” said 
Defense Lawyer Robert Dillinger. “Some 
people cannot cope with stress the way other 
people do. You have a war experience trig- 
gered by a war movie.”

Carter . Reagan strong favorites 


Louisiana chooses candidates 


NEW. ORLEANS, Louisiana, April 5 
(Agencies) — U J&. President Jimmy Carter 
and Ronald Reagan looked to the south 
Saturday to pad their widening leads in the 
race for 1980 presidential nominations as 
Louisiana held its first presidential primary 

With matching winning streaks in the firet 
round of southern primaries last month ia 
Alabama, Florida and Georgia, Carter and 
Reagan were seen as the strong favorites in a 
state where little campaigning took place. 

Fifty-one delegates were at stake in the 
Democratic primary while die Republicans 
were compering for 31 delegates. 

The delegates will attend national partv 
conventions where the presidential candi- 
dates are selected. 

Louisiana Secretary of State Jim Brown 
predicted that only 25 per cent to 30 per cent 


of the state’s 2 million registered voters 
would cast ballots. 

On the Republican side, it was essentially a 
contest between Reagan and former ILN. 
Ambassador George Bush. 

Bush said Louisiana is “considered solid 

for Reagan, and it probably is I don’t have 

high expectations about this.” 

John Treen, Bush's state campaign coor- 
dinator, said he would be satisfied if the 
former Central Intelligence Agency director 
managed to win 30 per cent of the statewide 
vote. 

While Reagan and Bush made brief cam- 
paign forays into Louisiana this week. Carter 

and Senator Edward M. Kennedy made none 
in their bid for the Democratic vote. 

Carter stuck to his policy of refusing to 


campaign actively outside Washington. Send- 
ing bis wife, Rosalynn, and campaign chair- 
man Robert Strauss to seek votes in his 
behalf. 

Carter scored landslide victories over 
Kennedy in the Alabama, Florida and Geor- 
gia primaries and trounced his Massachusetts 
challenger in Wisconsin and Kansas last 
Tuesday, blunting the senator's comeback in 
New York and Connecticut the week before. 

The president enjoys a nearly 2-1 delegate 
advantage over Kennedy. Carter has amas- 
sed 852 delegates, more than half the number 
needed for the nomination, while Kennedy 
has mustered only 427. Reagan holds a com- 
manding lead over Bush and Anderson. He 
has 343 delegates to Bush’s 72 delegates and 
Anderson’s 57. 


Tito’s condition New cabinet set to tackle 

Italy’s violence, high prices 


continues grave 

BELGRADE. April 5 (AP) — Doctors 
treating Yugoslavia’s 87-year- old Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito said Saturday there 
were no notable changes in his condition. 

Tito, gravely flj with kidney failure, 
heart weakness, internal bleeding prob- 
lems and pneumonia, was in his 85th 
straight day of hospitalization in the 
Slovenian capital of Ljubljana. 

There have been no significant 
changes in the health condition of Presi- 
dent of the Republic Josip Broz Tito in the 
past day. " Tito’s doctors said. 

“ Intensive treatment -continues,” they 
said in the only other sentence of a mid 
day advisory carried by the national news 
agency Tan jug. 

Tito’s afflictions developed after the 
Jan. 20 amputation of his left leg. an oper- 
ation performed to relieve a blood circula- 
tion blockage. 


ROME, April 5. (R) — Italy’s 39th gov- 
e mment since the end of World War 11 was to 
start work Saturday when Prime Minister 
Francesco Cossiga was to hold his first full 
cabinet meeting. 

The new center left coalition of Christian 
Democrats. Socialists and Republi cans was 
sworn in by President Sandro Pertini Friday 
night at the end of a two- week political crisis. 

The 27-minister administration is Italy’s 
Qrst government in six years with a clear 
majority in Parliament. It holds 340 seats in 
the 630-seat Chamber of Deputies. 

The majority might allow Cossiga to tackle 
Jong overdue problems, like the fight against 
inflation and a mounting wave of political 
violence. 

Main item on the cabinet's agenda will be 
the appointment of new under- secretaries of 
state. Cossiga is expected to present his new

government to Parliament on April 14. 

The swift solution of the government crisis 
— one of the shortest in recent years — was 
made possible by a major policy shift of the 
Socialists, Italy's third largest political force, 
which shelved its demand for Communist 
participation in government. 

For years the Socialists' left wing has been 
calling for Communist inclusion in a govern- 
ment of national solidarity. 

This demand was dropped when the Christ- 
ian Democrats, who have led all post-war 
governments, categorically ruled out sharing 
government responsibility with the Commun- 
ists, Italy’s second largest party which will now 
remain in opposition. 

Political observers interpreted the Socialist 
party’s chance of mind and its re-entry into 
government after a six-year absence as a 
personal victory for its moderate party sec- 
retary Bettino Craxi. 


Nicaragua’s Sandinista alliance crumbling 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua. April 5 ( WP) — 
Nine months after the Sandinista revolution 
ia Nicaragua, the euphoria of popular victory 
has faded and the heterogeneous alliance that 
overthrew Anastasio Somoza shows signs of 
breaking into so many conflicting parts. 

When Somoza and his friends were forced 
out of the country, they left next to nothing 
behind. The national treasury was a virtual 
void. Democratic political institutions were 
unknown. Somoza' sjdea of order had oblit- 
erated conventional’ Western notions of the 
role of law. 

Into this vacuum the Sandinistas marched 
last July 19 along with a vast array of other 
powers, opinions and influences both to their 
left and in their right. Now the strains of 
reconstruction are starting to show. 

‘ Unrest' among workers in' -the cities and 
peasants in the countryside has disrupted the 
government s plans for economic recovery 
through increased production. Several lead- 
ers of the far-left workers' from have been 
arrested and charged with “ counter 
revolutionary activities.” Their newspaper 
has been shut down. 

Some businessmen and landowners, 
meanwhile, have pulled massive amounts of 
capital out of the country. A new law makes 
such withdrawals a crime punishable by up to ■ 
six years in prison. 

Employees of business concerns are being 
encouraged to report any evidence of 
attempts by their bosses to take large 
amounts of money out of the country. 


“ It’s a balancing act, ” said one business- 
man. “ The Junta tells die workers not to 
seize the factories, but at the same time it 
orders the owners not to take all their capital 
out of them. ” 

A common complaint against the Junta is 
that it rules by capricious decrees. Business- 
men were angered recently when the Junta 
changed its mind about lands seized while the 
owners were investigated for possible ties 
with Somoza. It originally said they would be 
given back if the owners were exonerated. 
But after peasants staged a demonstration 
demanding that the government keep every 
acre, the government agreed. 

The spokesman for Nicaragua’s increas- 
ingly restless private sector is Junta member 
Alfonso Itobelo. Last weekend he 
aTinoHftiied the transformation ofhis Democ- 
ratic Nicaragua Movement into a political 
party. Despite Robelo's denials, many 
Nicaraguans see it as the beginning of an 
institutionalized opposition to the Sandinis- 
tas. 

When a Sandinista flag was unfurled at the 
first convention of Robelo's party on Sunday, 
a suggestion was made over the loudspeaker 
that it be saluted. Many of the businessmen 
let out a resounding boo instead.

U.S. Ambassador Lawrence PezzuIIo has 
tried to fight these accusations with explana- 
tions of the complex congressional budgeting 
process and uncontrollable congressional 
opposition.

Salvador foes

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador April 5 
(AP) — Rightists and leftists engaged in a 
bloody power struggle appeared early Satur- 
day to have put down their weapons for the 
Easter weekend as residents left the capital 
city for the Christian holiday. 

Hundreds of thousands of Salvadorans 
flocked to the beaches from the capital and 
the countryside. Virtually all stores and 
restaurants were closed. 

Only a handful of street vendors were out, 
most of them near the utilities, which were 
forced to keep employees on hand. Only a 
few police or national guardsmen were seen 
and all government and private offices were 
closed for the long weekend. 

Two persons were wounded in a shooting 
incident early Friday near the University of 
El Salvador.

Bicycle brigade pedals black market network 


SISOPHON, Cambodia. April 5 (AP) — 
He would have looked sinister if not for the 
board grin. He wore very dark glasses, a black 
cowboy hat and slinky pants: the unofficial 
uniform of Cambodia's dedicated, bicycle, 
mounted blade market trader. 

He was probably smiling because he has 
made another trip to the Thai border, loaded 
down his bike with everything it could carry 
and is back to sell it all for a healthy profit. 

This man and tens of thousands like him 
have over the past year thrown themselves 
wholeheartedly into trafficking, providing 
Communist Cambodia with the first real con- 
sumer goods it has enjoyed since the victory 
of Pol Pot’s ultra- revolutionaries five years 
ago. 

The black market stretches from Bangkok, 
where most of the goods originate, to Ho Oil 
Minh dty, where some endup. Its hub is this 
dirty town of war-gutted -houses and tin- 
roofed shacks swollen by transients from 
almost every province in die country. 

Sisophon is 50 kilometers from the fron- 
tier, where Thai merchants have set up open 
air supermarkets, to which Cambodians flock 
despite occasional robbers and fighting en 
route and so-called “free khmei” guerrillas 
who take a cut of the trade. 

It all starts with gold, exchanged at the 
border for Thai baht currency for making 
purchases, which are resold here, usually for 
gold. But this is only the small loop of a 
seemingly haphazard, but in fact highly effec- 
tive, distribution system. 

Armies of bicyclists, averaging 50 kilomet- 
ers a day, set out from here along the coun- 
try's major roads, especially routes five and 
six to Phonm Penh. Bulging sacks and boxes 
are lashed to their passenger seats and bolts 
of doth sometimes flap behind. 

, Some travel between their homes and the 
border, others drop off their goods at the 


“free markets" which thrive in almost all the 
towns. Bike repair shops and refreshment 
stands dot the roadsides for benefit of the 
traders who also move on foot, ox-carts, 
motorcycles, military and civilian trucks and 
the train from Phnom Penh to Battambang, 
120 kilometers east of the frontier. 

Prices fluctuate greatly depending on the 
fighting between the Vietnamese- Phnom 
Penh forces and Pol Pot guerrillas along the 
border, periodic rumors of border dosings 
and the normal laws of supply and demand. 
Prices generally increase with distance from 
the border and are often several times those 
in Thailand. 

Two new ingredients have recently been 
stirred into this economic potpourri: a Cam- 
bodian currency which has not existed since 
Pol Pot’s victory and the p ossibility of a t least 
a temporary frontier dosure by Cambodian 
authorities.

PEKING, April 5 (AFP) - China is p Ut . 
nog discreet pressure on foreign visitors to 
dispense with the renminbi — people's cur- 
rency — and instead use spedal currency cer- 
tificates for tourists. 

Hie Shanghai newspaper Wenhui Boo 
quoted a currency exchange offidal in the dty 
as saying that from now cm the certificates 
will be legal tender as far as foreigners are 
concerned, even in non- tourist shops. 

The certificates, issued to tourists by the 
Bank of China in exchange for froeign cur- 
rency, were introduced “for convenience 
sake and so as not to weigh down their pock- 
ets". 

Meanwhile the use of* foreign currency in 
transactions has been illegal as from April | , 
the newspaper said. 

The new arrangement is at variance with 
that till now has been the offidal guidance on 
currency. Every certificate carries a notice in 
English and Chinese to say that it can be 
accepted os tender "only at designated 
places" — such as hotels, restaurants, tourist 
shops, and government travel agendes. 

From now on, however, currency certifi- 
cates will not only be legal tender but can 
even be included in small change, the paper 
said. 

In other developments. China's gross 
industrial output increased by 13.8 per cent 
in the first three months this year compared 
to the same period last year, the New China 
News Agency (NCNA) reported. 

Quoting from a report of the state statis- 
tics. the Peking agency said light industry 
output increased by 24.2 per cent and heavy 
industry by 6.8 per cent. “An increase of 
more than 1 5 per cent was registered in the 
output of 39 out of 100 major industrial pro- 
ducts compared with last year.” it said. 

Among them were fertilizers, insecticides 
and sulphuric add. Increases varied in the out- 
put of steel, rolled steel, non-ferrous metal 
products, cemeni. crude oil. power _ ■ and 15 
other products, the agency said. 

It reported “comparatively large” 
increases in the output of cotton cloth, cotton 
yarn, chemical fabrics, knitting wool and raw 
salt among the commodities.

Bani-Sadr attacks 



embassy militants 


PARIS, April 5 (AP) — Iranian President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, in an interview pub- 
lished Saturday, condemned the "Islamic 
students" bolding 50 American hostages at 
the U.S. embassy in Tehran and said the crisis 
could have "catastrophic consequences." 

“It is by breaking the lines of dependence 
on the United States and not by holding hos- 
tages that we fight against imperialism,” the 
Iranian president told the Paris daily Le 
Monde. 

“The United States must play fairly, adopt 
dear and unambiguous positions with regard 
to us, otherwise the Iranian- American crisis 
could have catastrophic consequences, as 
much for I ran as for all of humanity” he said. 

Meanwhile, three American clergymen 
sympathetic to the Iranian revolution were en 
route to Tehran to hold Easter sendees for 
the embassy hostages and try to help "bring 
about recoudliation between America and 
Iran.” 

The clergymen will join former Greek 
Catholic Archbishop of Jerusalem Hilarion 
Capudji in holding Easter services. 

Capudji, who on Feb. S became the last 
outside to see the hostages, arrived Friday at 
the invitation of the Iranian foreign ministry, 
the official Pars news agency said. 

Bani-Sadr told Le Monde correspondent 
Eric Rouleau in Tehran that the Revolutio- 
nary Council on Thursday night confirmed its 
earlier decision to transfer the hostages “on 
the condition that the move is approved by 
Imam Khomeini.” 

He said the council asked only that U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter darify the terms of 
the message sent on Tuesday. 

“Mr. Carter told me that he understood 
that die future Iranian parliament had been 
charged with dealing with the hostages. 
'Understand' is. in English, an ambiguous 
word. It doesn't necessarily mean that the 
United States admits the jurisdiction of our 
national assembly.

Oxford’s dead; 
long live Oxford 


- in paperback 

LONDON, Apn) 5 (AP) — A series of 


pocket-size books which became famous 
wherever English is spoken and read, the 
Oxford World’s Classics, is dead in hardback 
because of rising costs. 

Oxford University Press (OUP), the pub- 
lishers, said it has switched the series to 
paperback because of the "terrific cost” of 
the thin, opaque India paper favored by the 
company for many of its books, and the 
expense of case binding. 

The Oxford -paperback division sold about 
1 .5 million books last year and says the cost of 
producing a paperback is only one-third of a 
hardback. 

The 500-year-old press is based in the uni- 
versity dty of Oxford, northwest of London, 
and will continue to print most of its titles in 
hardback. 

The World’s Classics was founded by Lon- 
don publisher Grant Richards at the turn of 
the century with Charlotte Bronte’s Jane 
Eyre and taken over by OUP in 1905 when 
Richards went bankrupt. 

The series, bound in red leather or boards 
of green, blue or black, finally ran to 620 
titles, covering most of the great English 
classic writers and a few foreigners, like Rus- 
sia's Leo Tolstoy. 

Alex Hamilton, a London literary critic, 
said that before World War II, an Oxford 
World 1 s Classic “was the thing to tuck in your 
rucksack, or have in your pocket when 
brought back on a stretcher from the Alps or 
Spanish civil war.” 

Tolstoy’s Anna Karenina in its original 
translation by Aylmer Maude, is in the first 
batch of 25 paperbacks, in what an OUP 
advertisement calls “elegant mass- market 
format at competitive prices...and eye- 
catching. full-color covers.” 

Also included are the 1 9th-century English 
nove]sJ*ride and Prejudice andEmma by Jane 
Austen, Frankenstein by Mary Shelley and 
The Warden by Anthony Trollope, and there 
are works by die Russian philospher Alexan- 
der Hereen, Oscar Wilde, Coaaa Doyle and 
Aristotle. 

The paperback World’s Classics are priced 
according ro number of pages, fromS 1.63 to 
$ 4.25, The last of the hardbacks were retail- 
ing at $ 7 and more. 

OUP hardbacks sell at anything from S 
17.33 for a book on religion, to S 43.6 for an 
Uzbek- English dictionary and a staggering $ 
207 for a treatise on some old Bibles. 

Robin Sisman, the new World’s Classic 
series editor, said a classic usually is reckoned 
to be a work by a long-dead author — “inde- 
finable but indubitably a classic. And things 
can diange.” 

She mentioned one old book that is hardly 
ever found anywhere other than on the 
shelves of dealers in such books: Fanny Hill a 
saucy account of a woman’s adventures in 
London by an unknown, 18th-century 
author. 

“It is regarded nowadays as a classic ... 
which we might one day indude in the 
World's Classics, ” the editor said.

“The 
United States, on the other hand, asks me to 
respect my promises in this regard.” 

He said under a plan worked out by U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, the hos- 
tages were to have been transfered to a hospi- 
tal, but that never happened because of the 
premature departure of the spedal U.N. 
investigating commission. 

"Thus, we have no further obligations to 
fulfill with regard to that. But as I explained 
to the students, Mr. Carter needs die transfer 
to save his face, to confuse his adversaries and 
assure his re-election as president.” 
Bani-Sadr said he told the militants that 
the transfer of the hostages to the Custody of 
the Revolutionary council would diange 
nothing. 







“Hostages they are, hostages they’ll stay 
until the day when the parliament deals with 
them. The students are not unaware that I 
have from the first day condemned their act 
for moral, humanitarian and political 


Asked what would happen if the militants 
refused to hand over the hostages, Bani-Sadr 
said he would appeal to die Iranian people 
and that public opinion would support him. 

“It will understand that the hostage affair is 
not essential, that it is even injurious to the 
blossoming of our revolution. •»

ZURICH, April 5 (AP) — In French it is 
Pot -di - vin , literally wine pot, and in Ger- 
man Schmiergdd or lubricating money.

Each word means payoff, a fact of “daily 
business life in numerous countries,” accord- 
ing to the Swiss financial review Bilanz, which 
this week offered some basic rules for new- 
comers to what it calls the “World of Bak - 
sheesh. 


The main thing to remember, according 

the paper ihat “the transfer of payoffs in 
business is subject to more subtle laws ti 
normal transactions of money. Trust a 
friendship take the place of receipts < 
accounting books.” 


In a map published in the review’s April 
edition, the world is divided into three zones 
— countries which are “little susceptible" to 
payoffs, those with “increased susceptibility" 
and those where “hardly anything runs with- 
out.” 


The laner group, according to the paper, 
includes all of Latin and Central America, all 
of Africa's coastal countires except South 
Africa, and the island nations of Southeast 
Asia. 


Spain, Italy, the Indian subcontinent and 
the landlocked African nations are in the sec- 
ond group of “increased susceptibility." 
Among the rest, it singled out east Euro- 
pean countries as places “where you should 
not even try.”

U.S. to give tips on bribes 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP) — The 
U.S. Justice Department has outlined proce- 
dures under which it will advise U.S. 
businessmen in advance whether foreign 
payments they are contemplating will be pro- 
secuted by the department as bribes. 

Attorney General Benjamin R. Civiletti 
signed final regulations for this review proce- 
dure recently wider the Foreign Corrupt 
Practices Act, a law which became effective 
in December 1977, aimed at eliminating 
bribery of foreign government offidals by 
U.S.-based businesses. 

Richard Shine, chief of the multinational 
fraud branch of the department’s criminal 
division, told a news conference that the 
review procedure was " not intended as a road 
map for bribery." 

Shine said that the review procedure was 
developed at President Timmy Cartel’s 
request when he ordered the department in 
September 1978 to provide some guidance 
for businessmen of the terms of the new law. 


“We are hopeful that American business 
will not forego legitimate export oppor- 
tunities because of uncertainty about the 
application of the statute,” Shine said. 

Under the procedure, a company con- 
cerned about a possible violation of the act 
may give the Justice Department the details 
of a prospective transaction in a foreign coun- 
try. 

After a review, which Shine said the 
department hoped would take no longer than 
30 days, the department will advise the com- 
pany by letter whether it would proceed with 
either a criminal or end] action against the 
transaction or whether it would refer the mat- 
ter to the securities and exchange commission 


for civil action to stop the transaction. 

Shine said the review letters will give t 
department's intention only with Tegard 
the act’s foreign anti-bribery provisions a v 
not apply to the record-keeping provisions 
the act. 

He said the department's decision will r 
be binding on any other agency. 

He said that after some negotiatio 
“unfortunately the securities and exchai 
commission staff derided not to join us io t 
review effort.” 

However. Shine said the chances of I 
security proceeding against a payment I 
Justice Department had approved w 
exceedingly slim, because department a 
commission staff members had agreed dur 
discussions on the act's applicability. 

The department will issue a press rete 
on its judgements. Shine said. The re/ea 
will describe the transaction in general ten: 
although in some rare cases it will not cfedoi 
the name of the firm requesting the reviev 

Shine said the release will not state il 
reason for approval of a payment though I 
said those might include foreign policy co 
sidcrations. 

In other cases, he said, it might simply be 
matter of prosecutorial discretion. "Clear 
we can' t prosecute every technical violation 
he said. He also said the department » 
agreeing not to release any informatii 
exempted from the Freedom of Informatii 
Act, including the identity of the forei 
country involved or any foreign sales agen 

The act imposes a maximum penalty of ; 
1- million fine on corporations convicted o 
violation and a maximum penalty ofS 1 1 .O' 
fine and five years in prison on any corpora 
officer convicted under it.
